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EISENHOWER SUBMITS 9-POINT FARM PIAR 
New Government Formed in Riot-Torn Jordan 


Americans Flee 
To Israel Sector 
Of Jerusalem 


Reports Marines 
Fire on Rioters 
Are Unconfirmed 


JERUSALEM (Israeli s e c t o r ) 
(I’Jb—Jordan Radio today reported 
the formation of a new government 
in riot-torn Jordan where a week­ 
end of anti - Western demonstra­ 
tions sent Americans fleeing to the 
Israeli sector of Jerusalem. 
Tile American embassy in Israel 
sent four more U. S. Marine Corps 
guards to the American consulate 
in the Jordan sector of the city. 
U. S. consular sources in the 
Israeli sector could not confirm 
reports 
that 
American 
Marines 
guarding the consulate in the Jor­ 
dan sector were forced to open fire 
at a mob of Arab demonstrators 
Sunday. 
The sources said, however, that 
“no American personnel were in­ 
jured in the rioting and reports to 
the contrary are wrong.” 
The new government, the third 
since Communist and nationalist- 
led rioting broke out against the 
Baghdad Pact a month ago, was 
headed by Samir El Rifa. 
New Demonstrations Reported 
It was announced from Amman 
as fresh demonstrations were re­ 
ported in Nablus, 40 miles north 
of Jerusalem, and 50 miles north 
of Amman, with students rampag­ 
ing through the town. 
Gunfire could be heard crackling 
through the streets of the old Arab 
city of jerusalem across the border 
from the Jewish sector and heavily 
armed soldiers could be seen pa­ 
trolling the nearly deserted streets. 
The radio broadcast was the first 
direct word from Amman since a 
state of emergency was declared 
there when the rioting got out of 
hand Saturday with attacks on 
American 
government 
buildings 
and increased in scope over .Sun­ 
day. 
El Rifa became premier and min­ 
ister of interior in the new cabinet 
list presented to 20-year-old King 
Hussein who gave his approval. 
Ibrahim Hashim, the premier of 
the 18-day-old caretaker govern­ 
ment which resigned Saturday, was 
named vice premier and minister 
of state. 
Sala El Madaham was in­ 
stalled as minister of defense and 
justice. 
The new government was formed 
at the height of the Arab countries’ 
greatest crises. 
Since Saturday, 
mobs have roamed the streets of 
Amman, Jordan Jerusalem and oth­ 
er Jordan cities sacking U. S. and 
British diplomatic offices and burn­ 
ing United Nations installations. 
Demonstrations also continued in 
Damascus, Syria, in “solidarity” 
with the Jordan rioters. 
Syrian press reports said l l Jor­ 
danians had been killed in the Jor­ 
dan riots, with 38 wounded and 294 
Injured. 
Several persons were reported 
shot and wounded by Arab Legion­ 
naires in the Jordan sector of Je­ 
rusalem today for violating the cur­ 
few. 
King Hussein said Jordan was 
eager to maintain friendly rela­ 
tions with all Arab countries, par­ 
ticularly on the Palestine question. 
Hussein made no mention of the 
Baghdad Pact which links Britain, 
Iraq, Iran, Turkey and Pakistan. 
Tile British Foreign Office in 
London said “a certain amount of 
Communist activity” helped pro­ 
mote the Jordan rioting.

The government would make up 
to 50 million dollars of loans for 
this 
purpose 
and also outright 
grants of I 1-2 million dollars. 
The 
President’s 
proposal 
was 
embodied in a bill delivered to the 
Capitol 
for introduction 
in the 
House by 
Rep. 
Ivor D. 
Fenton 
(R-Pa). 
His district has been hit 
by unemployment in the hard coal 
industry. 
Under the President’s plan, loans 
to build, buy, or remodel factories, 
or to develop land for this purpose, 
could be made from a 50-million- 
dollar “ area assistance fund.” 
Under 
the proposal, 
develop­ 
ment loans would be 
made on 
term s and conditions specified by 
the secretary of commerce, sub­ 
ject ti* a number of restrictions. 
No loan could exceed 25 per cent 
of the project’s total cost. At least 
15 per cent of the total would have 
to be supplied by local groups or 
agencies. 
Federal aid 
could 
not be ad 
vanced for projects likely to in­ 
crease 
unemployment 
in 
other 
areas. 
Nor could it be supplied 
unless private loans, 
at reason­ 
able rates, were not available. 
Communities to be helped would 
have to be certified by tne secre­ 
tary of labor as areas of “ sub­ 
stantial and persistent unemploy­ 
ment.’’ 
The standard for such 
certification is unemployment of 
8 per cent or more.

Asks Soil Bank 
To Cut Crops 25 
Million Acres 


'Dollar Limit' 
Urged on Price 
Support Loans 


WASHINGTON U P*— President 
Eisenhower 
today 
submitted 
to 
Congress a nme-point farm pro­ 
gram featuring a one-biilion-doiiar 
“soil bank ' plan designed to take 
25 million acres of cropland out of 
production during the next three 
years 
The President also urged Con­ 
gress to place a ‘ dollar limit” on 
the size of price support loans to 
individual 
farmers 
and 
farming 
units. The limit, he said, should 
be sufficiently high to protect fam- 
ily-size farms which operate effi­ 
ciently. 
He further proposed that gaso­ 
line used on farms be exempt from 
federal tax. He estimated that half 
the gasoline farmers buy is for 
tractors and other farm equipment. 
In a 7.000 word special message 
to the House and Senate, Mr, Eis­ 
enhower said that “no problem be­ 
tone the Congress demands more 
urgent attention'’ than the plight 
of the nation's farmers. 
“They find their prices and in­ 
comes depressed amid the nation's 
greatest prosperity," he said. 
He said the 
government must 
move “ s w if t l y '' to provide reme­ 
dies, particularly for the key prob­ 
lem of piled-up surpluses which 
are hanging 
over 
tarm markets 
and holding down prices. 
Proposes Two Methods 
First item in his nine-point pro­ 
gram was the soil bank plan, which 
consisted of two different methods 
of cutting farm production: 
I. An “acreage reserve program.” 
Mr. Eisenhower said this program 
would be aimed at achieving a “vol­ 
untary reduction-’ of as much as 26 
per cant in the acreage already al­ 
lotted to farmers for such major 
surplus crops as wheat and cotton. 
In return for cutting their acre­ 
age 
(including 
plowing 
under 
spring 
wheat 
already 
planted) 
farmers would receive certificates 
which would be “equal to a per­ 
centage of the value of the crop’’ 
they would normally have harvest­ 
ed from the land. These certifi­ 
cates would be redeemed by the 
government either in cash or in 
surplus commodities from the gov­ 
ernm ent’s own hoard. 
Mr. Eisenhower did not put a 
dollar price tag on this program. 
But he said the “real cost’’ to the 
taxpayers would be “substantially 
less than the apparent cost” of the 
certificates given to farmers, since 
the program actually will be “fi­ 
nanced with commodities already

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Aula Industry Problem 


Editorial By Bruce Biossat 
While the nation’s motormakers 
were having their greatest year in 
1955, with nearly 8,000,000 cars 
produced, a problem of sorts was 
building up for them. Despite rec­ 
ord sales volume, dealers watched 
their backlogs of cars more than 
delible in the 12-month spas. 
On January I, 1955, their stocks 
came to 380,000 cars. 
Now they 
total 800,000, having risen 440,000 
during the year. 
Somehow, some way, the manu­ 
facturers are going to have to take 
account of these figures in 1956. 
If they were to produce and sell 
just wnat they did in 1955, obvious­ 
ly the dealers’ backlog would climb 
still further. 
Either they must press sales up­ 
ward to absorb some of these 
stocks, or cut back production to 
reduce them. 
* 
* 
* 
At least a couple of top motor 
executives, including Harlow H. 
Curtice, president of General Mo­ 
tors, foresee a 1956 car production 
drop of from 12 to 15 per cent. 
One other is more optimistic, look­ 
ing for a strengthened demand in 
the months ahead. 
An output reduced by 12 to 15 
per cent, if matched with sales ap­ 
proximating 1955 figures, would al­ 
low dealers to cut deeply into their 
burdensome 
stocks. 
Production 
slashed by perhaps a mere five per 
cent would just enable dealers to 
hold the backlog at its present level 
—which many consider too high. 
If these cuts are to be avoided, 
then dealers must sell many more 
cars than they did in 1955. Curtice, 
for one, appears to doubt that this 
is likely. 
Even in the year just 
closed, some dealers went to ex­ 
tremes in offering liberal credit 
in order to unload the stuff pour­ 
ing in on them from the makers. 
• 
* 
* 
This situation was a cause of con­ 
cern both in industry and govern­ 
ment. If credit in 1958 is as a con­ 
sequence a bit tighter, it may not 
be easy to push sales to a new high. 
All the general economic fore 
easts for 1956 are pretty cheerful. 
But it would be foolish to imagine 
that the automobile industry could 
cut back more than IO per cent 
without having it show in the whole 
economy. 
C ar-making ramifies 
widely through many other basic 
industries which supply materials 
end parts. 
Should the cuts take place and 
the economy contract a little, we 
should keep in mind, however, that 
this doesn't spell recession. 
The 
economy is bound to fluctuate some 
from time to time. A 12 per cent 
reduction in car output would mean 
7,000,000 cars in 1956 — second 
greatest in our history. Hardly a 
situation calling for the wringing 
of hands.

said: "I might as well run against 
Stratton, I have to run against 
both of them anyway.” 
Predicts Rough Sledding 
Told that some of his political 
aides had said it would be a much 
tougher task to beat the head of 
the ticket. Wright answered, ‘Tm 
sure it will be a tough row to hoe, 
but I can’t recall being in a po­ 
litical 
campaign 
that 
wasn’t 
tough.” 
Wright said most 
of his 
peti­ 
tions by political workers through­ 
out tile state, 
and in a private 
survey by his aides, showed per­ 
sons asked to sign prefer to en­ 
dorse him for the gubernatorial 
race.

— An DU- 
nots population of ten million by 
1960 was predicted today by the 
state health departm ent. 
At the 
beginning of this 
year 
there were an estim ated 9,370,000 
persons in Illinois. 
The 
1953 in­ 
crease was 130,000. 
All but about 5,000 of the in­ 
crease 
is the amount 
by which 
births outnumber deaths, accord­ 
ing to the Illinois Department of 
Public 
Healtht bureau 
of statis­ 
tics. 
In a review of 1955 based on sta­ 
tistics 
of 
the 
year’s 
first 
ll 
months, the bureau estimated 220,- 
000 live births to Illinois mothers 
during 1955, about 3,000 more than 
in 1854. 
The birth rate, however, 
stood 
steady at 23.7 
births per 
thousand inhabitants. 
The 
babies born 
in 1956, 
the 
statisticians said, 
will have the 
best chances ever of living to a 
ripe old age. Average life of bab­ 
ies born this year will be almost 


69 years. 
And continued pro­ 
gress in 
prevention of 
diseases 
and 
postponement 
of death will 
further improve their chances of 
living even longer. 
This legnthening of the average 
life span is currently adding to our 
population to such an extent that 
we 
can expect, with 
continuing 
high 
birth and low death 
rates, 
that the Illinois 
population 
will 
easily attain ten million by 1960, 
the report said. 
If the recent trend of more peo­ 
ple moving into Illinois than move 
out continues, the prediction said, 
the ten million figure may even be 
attained by 1959. 
Deaths among residents of Illi­ 
nois also were about 3,000 higher 
during 1955 than in 1954. 
The bu- 


j reau estimated that 95,000 inhabi­ 
tants died during 1955 and that 
the death rate per 
thousand in­ 
creased from 10.1 to 10.2.
